Treasury Secretary Says 
“Spirit” Of Johnson Act 
“Is Very Plain” 


WASHINGTON (W)—Secretary of 
the Treasury Henry Morgenthau, Jr. 
said today he “would never be a 
party” to a loan to Great Britain 
or any other country to whom fi- 
nancial assistance is barred by the 
Johnson Act. 

Morgenthau said the “spirit” of 
the Johnson Act, which bans pri- 
vate loans to debt-defaulting na- 
tions, is “very clear, irrespective of 
any interpretation that any law- 
yer might give.” 

“T consider that the spirit of the 
law is very plain,” he said. “Several 
years ago I told that to Senator 
Johnson.” 

“Furthermore, nobody has asked 
me for a loan,” he added, referring 
to his current discussions with Sir 
Frederick Phillips, under-secretary 
of the British treasury and chief of 
a financial mission now in _ this 
country. 

“Irrespective of any interpreta- 
tion that any lawyer might give, in 
view of the spirit of the law, I cer- 
tainly would not be a party to a 
loan to Great Britain or any other

Churchill Reveals British 
Victory In Africa; Greeks 
Advance In Albania 


WITH GREEK ARMY, in Pogra- 
dec Zone, (Via Athens), (iP)—Greek 
mountain troops advanced through 
a blinding snow storm early today 
and captured a mountain height 
dominating the whole north wing 
of the fighting front im Albania.

British mechanized troops, air- 
planes and warships today pound- 
ed Italian armies retreating west- 
ward across the Egyptian desert to- 
ward Libya, captured or destroyed 
perhaps 34,000 Fascist soldiers and 
ended immediate danger of Axis 
seizure of the Suez Canal. 


The recapture of the Mediterran- 
ean coastal base of Sidi Barrani and 
the drive of British forces along the 
coast “with the greatest vigor” was 
described by Prime Minister Wins- 
ton Churchill in the House of Com- 
mons as a victory “of the first or- 
der.” More than 20,000 Italians al- 
ready have been captured, it was 
estimated.

Not only did it give these peo-' 
ple employment as film players, but 
it gave them an opportunity to 
spend long hours together, recall- 
ing earlier, often happier times in 
their South Seas homes. Many of 
these people work nights in cafes or 
at radio stations, but others of the 
group have to depend upon movie 
work for a livelihood and produc- 
tion of an important picture with a 
South Seas background is always 
cauSe for great joy. 

During the filming of a scene 
in which an imitation shark is used 
in a lagoon sequence, Director 
Green noticed that one of the na- 
tive women suddenly reached for 
an opened cocoanut which was 
nearby and tossed some of the milk 
over her shoulder.

“People in the South Seas are 
very superstitious,” Hall explain- 
ed. “They believe that men have 
little to fear from the sharks, but 
that these killer fish hate women 
and will swim far out of their way 
to kill them. It seems that there 
is a legend that in early history 
of man, a shark-god was deceived 
by a woman. He became so angry 
that he overturned the whole is- 
land on which the woman lived, but | 


even this did not satisfy him, and 
as a result, ever since that time 


all sharks have been preying on 
women.” 

Many of the native South Sea 
islanders used in “South of Pago 
Pago” were experts in the art of 
what is known as “skin diving,” 
a rapidly disappearing vocation, 
since most diving for pearls is 
now done by helmeted divers who 
can go much deeper and stay for 
greater lengths of time. 

These “skin divers” have learn- 
ed what is almost a secret method 
of inhaling air so that they can 
stay below the surface for min- 
utes at a time. They spend five 
minutes filling their lungs with 
air, then dive, pulling themselves
